ATTORNEY BUTLER. 


The Governor of Massachusetts in

Butler is on the warpath before a jury again, 
and today be made things livelyin the United 
States Circuit Court, where he appeared ona 
motion to quash the indictwents against Good- 
rich H. Bush, the illicit distiller of Westfield. As- 
sistant District- Attorney Almy appeared tor the 
Government, and Gov. Butler argued the case 
for the defendant in characteristic fashion. 
Firet attacking several counts which charge 
Bush with defrauding the Government by re- 
moving from the distillery spirits not properly 
stamped, be argued that all that was alleged 
might bave been done and still no offense have 
been committed. The fact of removal does not 
imply fraud, he claimed, because, for instance, 
ifthe buildings caught fire and the contents 
were removed it would not constitate an offense.

GREAT BRITAIN, 
MR. SMALLEY’S LETTER. 

Lonvon, March 10.— [G. W. Smalivy’s Cable to 
New York 7'ribunc.}—Gladstone’s reappearance 
in the House of Commons, where de was cor- 
dially welcomed on both sides, marks the begin- 
ning of the serious business of the session. 
Everybody has heretofore felt the want of au- 
thority and of definit direction in pubiie affairs, 
Lord Hartington leading the House with judg- 
ment, but being unabie to give decisive answers 
to important questions, and sometimes going 
guite wrong. as in the declaration that 
the English troops would be withdrawn 
from Egypt within six months. This un- 
bappy slip. though partly corrected by Lord 
Granville in the House of Lords, excited lively 
alarm alike in Egypt and London. Mr. Glad- 
stone, on being questioned. answered that Lord 
Hartmgton's remark was merely an expression 
of hope, in hien the Government unbappily 
was unable fully to share, The troops, Mr. 
Gladstone added, certainly would not retire till 
the objects should be secured for which they 
went, including the permanent security of the 
Suez Canal. Yhe Premier's return, however, 
was timed too late to insure the progress of any 
important measure before Easter except the 
voting of money. Obstruction, though hardly 
less rampant under the new rules than it 
was last session, will not be allowed to interfere 
with the pressing financial necessities of the 
Government. Mr. Gladstone declines to give 
avy promise about the vacation bill. The eati- 
mates have been passed, but it is well under- 
stood that be has resolved, when the House re- 
sumes fits session after Easter, to aScertain 
whether the new rules are reaily efficient or not. 

EGAN AND THE HOME-RULE MEMBERS. 

The Dublin authorities are not a little cha- 
grined by the flight of Egan, evidence of whose 
direct complicity in numerous crimes is rapidly 
accumulating. The Times, in an articie obvi- 
ously based on official information, says that 
the investigauons now iu progress will impli- 
cate the Lana League ia immegiate patronage 
of crime, and perhaps estabiish a direct 
connection between it and the In- 
vincibles.” Egan's flight is believed to 
bave been due to a dreadof the last danger. 
Sunday prominent Lana- Leaguers are expected 
to follow dim. ‘The Times plainly points to Mr. 
Parnell and to other members of Parliament as 
probably included in the presumption of guilt 
affordea by Egan's light, a presumption invoiv- 
wg the whole organization of the Land League 
and every one of its authorities. Nevertheless, 
the Parneilite attacks upon the Government 
-eontinue in the House of Commons and else- 
where. Mr. O’Brien of Thursday declared that 
Mr. Treveiyan, the Chief Secretary, was deserv- 
ing of execration in Ireland. Mr. Trevelyan re- 
plied that O Brien’s newspaper had successively 
attacked with singular ferocity Mr. Forster, Mr. 
Burke, Justice Lawson, and Juror Fieid, and 
asked the House to remember the. connecting 
link between these four was the same paper 
which now attacked himself, as the man most 
bated in Ireland, and as more inhuman and 
destitite of feeling than Mr. Forster. Parnell 
afterward vainiy endeavored to arrest Mr. 
Trevelyan's exposure, and, to break, its force 
boldly cheered. Mr. O'Brien's subsequent at- 
tempts at explanation leave the matter exactly 
where it was. Mr. Sexton emphasized the mean- 
ing of Mr. Parnell's cheers by the declaration 
that he never would withhold obe word because 
criticism led to vidlence. 

FRANCE AND GERMANY. 


_ Byrne’s release in Paris was due to a minis- ' 
terialand not to a judicial act. The Govern- 


ment, finding that the press and pubiic opinion 
were eager to inflict a rebuff upon England, 
readily setzed the pretext that the accusation 
against Byroe was political. 

Madagascar counterbalances the supposed 
good effect in Paris of Mr. Gladstone's friendly 
assurances. The friction will not be diminished 
by Lord Granville’s admission, in the House of 
Lords last night, that the Government does not 
intend to inciude a treaty with Portugal to pro- 
mote freedom of navigation and vommerce on 
the Congo. Thisis precisely wilat France, un- 
der the pretext of the De Barzza treaty, is 
striving to prevent. 

. The Fiela-Marshalship conferred by the Em- 
peror of Germany upon the Prince of Wales, 
though partly a personal compliment to a mem- 
ber of his own family, is not with out political 
significance. The Berlin Government keeps a 
sharp eye on Angio-French differences, and is 
perfectly willing to see them increase. 

ROYALTY. 

The passage of the bill prohibiting trap pigeon- 
shooting furnishes a singular example of the in- 
fluence of the Princess of Wales. Her expres- 
sion of her hostility tothe cruel practice, and 
her determination to be present at no more 
matches, undoubtedly occasioned the abandon- 
ment of ali serious opposition to the measure 
in the House or Commons, and 
this, it is believed, insures its passage 
by the Lords. The Queen bas since deciared 
herself delighted with the largeness of the ma- 
jority. Lord Rendolph Churchill characterist- 
ically supported the clause against stag -huit- 
ing because, he said, tradesmen took part in 
that sport. 

FAWCETT.

EGAN’S FLIGHT AND ITS EFFECT. 

Lonpon, March 10.—[Speciai Cable.]—New em- 
barrassments have been developed during the 
week for the Irish party. Mr. Egan's alleged 
Hiant bas added to the complications arising 
from Carey’s evidence, and, with the release 
of Byrne by the French . Government, 
has served to intensify the hostile feeling 
which exists. That the Treasurer of the Land 
League sbould have been in active correspond- 
ence with Carey, as the Government claims to 
have established by the letters surrendered by 
Mrs. Carey, is eagerly availed of in support of 
the general attack on the Land League, but it is 
open to s@érious doubt. Mr. Egan’s return from 
Paris and the fact that the Government made no 
attempt to molest bim had done not a little to 
contirm the belief that the learue was wholly 


disassociated from and out of sympathy with ° 


the organizers ot assasination. The 
friends of the Irish party among 
the ranks of the . Eogiish Liberals 
are greatly shaken by ali these developments. 
They have not lost their confidence ip Mr. Par- 
nell or their respect for him, and they have not 
changed their views as to the main ques- 
tion ot §6otfrish reform and its im- 
portance as 4 moasure of political 
economy and prdgressive civilization, but they 
are again in serjiot® doubt if they have gone the 
right way in iustitating it. They do not regard 
Ireland from the point of view of a hostile na- 
tionality. They admit that misgoveroment and 
the oppression resulting from a thorougbly un- 
natural relation between the land- 
owners and the peasantry are evils 
which exist, and for whicn the Government is in 
great part primarily responsible. and owes it to 
itself torelieve. The Land League, they say, 
bas been atroublesome element in Ruglish af- 
fairs, but the justice and merit Of its cause must 
not be lost-sicht of. Even if men 
of the stamp of those who pianned and exe- 
cuted the Pbenix Park murders are found to 
have sheitered themselves and their infamous 
projécts behind it, the principles of the Land 
League will survive its greatest misfortunes. 
These are the views which some of the 
leading men in the Liberal party 
entertain and express, views which they have 
acquired througu the agitation of Irish affairs 
which the Land League brought.about.

OVERCERTIFICATION. 


DECISION OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL ON 
A VERY IMPORTANT QUESTION, 

WASHINGTON. D. G., March 10.—([Special.]— 
Inform uon bas been received at Washington 
chat various bauks in different localities are in 
the habit of accepting and certifying to checks 
to an amount exceeding their paid-up capital 
io violation of the decision of the Attorney- 
General, made last November. Some of the 
poiats oft his opinion have not been promulgated, 
and it is claimed in some quarters that its pro- 
visions dave not been enio When the 
question arose the Controller of the Currency 
submitted the following questions for the con- 
sideration of the Attorney-General: 

“1. Has a National bank the legal right to ac- 
cept checks drawn upon it unless the drawer 
bas the amouut stated in the check actualiy on 
deposit in the bank? 

. If a Nationai bank has the power to make 
such ao acceptance, would such acceptance, at 
a time when the money was not on deposit to 
the crédit of the drawer, be a liability to it for 
money borrowed, and as such be requi to be 
limited to one-tenth of the paid-in capitai of the 
bank, as provided by Sec. 5,200, Revised Statutes? 

“3. Ifa Nutional bank has the power to ac- 
cept such checks, equal in amount in any case 
to one-tenth of its capital, would the accept- 
ance of any number of such checks to an 
amount exceeding in the agywregate the amount 
of its paid-io capital, be io violation of Seo. 
6,202, Revised Statutes? ”’ 

The tirst of these questions arises under Sec. 
6,208.08 the Hevised Statutes, and Sec. 13 
of the act of July ise, Chap. 200. Sec. 
6,208, Révised Statutes, forbids any officer, clerk, 
or agent of a National bank ‘to certify’ a check 
drawn upon it, unless the drawer has 
on deposit with the bank at the time the check 
is certified, “an amount ot money equal to the 
amount specified in such check.“ In answer to 
the tirst question, the Attorney-General replies: 

Inu my opinion, a Nacional bank cannot legal- 
ly accept checks drawn upon it woere the 
drawer bas not on deposit therewith the amount 
stated in the check. To do se renders bank 
subject to certain ings on the part of 
the Controller of the Gurrency (under Sec. 5,234, 
Revised Statutes), and the o r by whom the 
aeceptance is made becomes liäbie to the penal- 
ties provided iu the act of July 12. 1882. 

The cfiise presented in the second question is 
not covered by the provisions of Sec. 5,200 - 
vised Staiutes. The restriction,there applies 
only to liabilities tor money borrowed.’ The 
ueceptance of a vheck, where the drawer has no 
funds on deposit, would be a loan of the credit 
of the bank, rather than a loan of money, and, 
if otherwise unobjectionabie, it could not prop- 
erly be regarded as within the terms of the 
restriction adverted to. 

“The third question presents the same casein 
connection with Sec. 5.22 Revised Statutes, 
which deciares that no association shall at any 
time be indebted or in any way liable to an 
amount exceed the amount of its capital 
stock actually paid in and remaining undiwin- 
therwise, except on account 
of demands of aature therein described, 
Liabilities increased by the acceptance of 
checks, the drawers thereof having at the time 
no foods on deposit with the bank, 
do not appear to fali within any of the excep- 
tions enumerated, and, assuming such accept- 
ance to be lawful, lam of the opinion that the 
limit imposed by Sec. 5,202 extends to liabilities 
thus incurred, and that the acceptance of checks 
by a bank, without the existence of funds on 
deposit therewith, to an amount exceeding in 
the aggregate the amount of its paid in capital 
woui a violation of that section.” 


SENATE COMMITTEDBS. 
EXTRA WORK BEFORE THEM. 

WasnHinoton, D. C., Maren 10.— [Special. 
The Senate directed five committees to sit dur- 
ing tne reéess and to continue the investiga- 
tion. They are the Committee on Rules, on the 
Men haden Fisheries, on Public Lands, and the 
Special Committee on the Mississippi Levees. 

The Committee on Rules, of which Mr. Frye 
is Chairman, is charged with a revision of the 
rules of the Sénate. ‘This committee will com- 
mence its sessions here after the return of Mr. 
Frye, who has gone home to repair his resi- 
dence, which was destroyed by tire during the 
tariff discussion. The cemmittee will sit here 
during the spring, and in the summer will hold 
some meetiugs on the coast of Maine.

SHERIDAN’S CASE. 
AT THE BRITISH LEGATION. 

Wasninetaxs, D. C., March 10.—The State 
Department bas received uo intimation as 
to the intentions of the British Government 
relative to the execution of the war- 
rant for the arrest of P. J. Sheridan. Inquiry 
at the British Legation elicited the informauon 
that, while no further steps bad been taken in 
the matter, no instruction from the home Gov- 
eroment had bevn received to abandon further 
proceed .

POST-OFFICE CLERKS. 


THE LISTS OF THE DIFFERENT GRADES FOR- 
WARDED TO THE PRESIDENT. 

WasHinctTos, D. C., March 9%._-[Cleveland 
Leuder. I — The terms of theCivil-Service Reform 
bill provide that within sixty days after the pas- 
sage of the act the Postmaster-General shall 
divide the clerks and employés of all post-offices 
into four classes, according to pay, and forward 
the list te the President ot the United States. 
The clerks in the department here are divided 
into that number of clase called respective- 
ly the $1,200, $1,400, $1,600, and $1,800 classes, 
according to the pay, and it is pro- 
posed to make all promotions from one 
class to another by competitive examination. 
To do tnis it is necessary to divide the clerks in 
outside post-ollices into classes for this purpose. 
The list was forwarded today by Mr. Hatton, 
acting Postmaster-General, and shows that there 
are twenty-three post-ofhces in the United 
States which employ fifty clerks or over. 
They comprise the Cities of Albany, 
Baitimore, Brooklyn, Boston, Buffalo, 
Chicago, Cincinuati, Cleveland, Charles- 
ton, Detroit, Galveston, Indianapolis, Jersey 
City, Louisville, New Orleans, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Providence, Pittsburg, Portiand, Me., 
St. Louis, San Francisco, Sacramento, and 
Wasbington. In making tbis division the 
Postmaster-General bas ned the classes 
as follows; Class I. ali under $800; Class 2, all 
over 80 and under $1. 400: Class 3. all over $1,400 
and under 61.800; Class 4, all over $1,800 per year. 
The Cleveland Pust-Otlive employs in all 90 
clerks and carriers, of whom 20 belong to Class 
1, 66 to Class 2, 2 to Class 3. and 2 to Class 4. The 
Cincinnati Post-Office employs 226 clerks—viz.: 
6 of Class 4, 5 of Ciass 3, 158 of Class 2, and 57 of 
Ciass1. The New York Post-Office employs 1,157 
clerks and carriers—45 or Ciass 4, 0 of Class 3, 
935 of Class 2. and 477 uf Class 1. These twenty- 
three post- offices employ a total of 5,699 clerks, 
divided as follows: Class 1, 1,605; Class 2, 3,848; 
Class 3, 120; Class 4, 116.

TOM OCHILTREE’S SALARY.

Secret Sessions of the Various Amaiga-

sentatives from all the amalgamated lodges in 

this district held a meeting today to consider 
the scale of wages for next year, beginning 

July 1. The representation consists of one pud- 

dler and one finisber from each lodge. Meet- 

ings were also held this afternoon iu all other 
districts of the association in the United States. 


dations of each lodge regarding 
the rate of wages to be paid next year were dis- 
cussed, and delegates were elected in each dis- 
trict to attend a State corvention to be 
beld in this city on the 7th of April. 
Tne meeting was held with closed doors, 
and very littie could be learned of what was 
done. Inquiry at amalgamated headquarters 
this evening as to the feeling among the work- 
men in regard to wages was met by the officers 
with the reply that they bad nothing to sas, as 
they did not know what the meeting would do. 

A non-official member of the association, 
however, made a statement which will greatly 
increase the anxiety until the result is known. 
He is a muck-rolier, and said: “The state- 
ment made the other day that no rad- 
ical changes in wares would de de- 
manded this year is correct only so far as 
the puddlers and muck-rollers are concerned. 
At the meeting in this city today, and 1 have 
reason to believe at all the other meetings, a 
proposition will be submitted on behalt of the 
fiitshers which, if adopted, is sure to cause 
trouble. The proposition is that instead of the 
rate for rolling being based on bar it should 
be based hereafter on a bigner grade. The rea- 
son given for this is that more than 50 per cent 
of the iron improved in this city is 
pot sold as buar-iron, but is worked 
up into speciaities, some of which sell for 
as high as $125 per ton, and yield an immense 
protit. Their proposition, if adopted, will prob- 
ably be a demand for an increase in the wages 
of tinishers of not less than Mb percent. There 
is a show of reason in their statement that over 
50 per cent of the iron manufacturea is worked 
up into specialties, but if their demand is fn- 
dorsed by the association it is sure to cause 
serious trouble, because the wages of finishers 
are already much bigher than they should be in 
proportion to the amount of ski required, and 
because the puddlers and muck-rollers are sat- 
istied to wore auotber year at present wages if 
they can be got without trouble.” 

*Oan't the puddiers defeat the finishers in the 
convention today? was asked. 

Jam not certain about that. You see the 
new rules are iu force now, and the finishers’ 
voice counts for as much as the puddler's, not- 
withstanding the fact that puddiers la rxeiy out- 
number the ltinishers. But Lean tell you what 
will be done. It the association adopts the 
finishers’ proposimon and a strike results we 
will bave an opportunity of repaying an old 
score. The finishers caused us to accept. defeat 
last year, and turn about will be fair play.“ 

ou don’t mean that the puddiers and muck- 
rollers will rebel, do vou?!“ 

“That is just exactly what I mean. We are 
satistied with last year’s wares, and as the n- 
isbers did not stand by us when we caused a 
strike we will not stand by the finishers, even 
if the withdrawal ot our support should cause 
the association dg to pieces,” 

The substance of this story was repeated at 

the Amalgamated Association beadguarters. 
The officers present would neither atlirm nor 
deny it. 
Among the manufacturers the opinion 
wes expressed very pusitively that on no ac- 
count would they consent tO pay increased 
wages, and about one-balf of those spoken to 
said that it would be strange if the manufactur- 
ers did not propose a reduction. 

A promipent workman sad ot the meeting: 
“it is pothing lke the meeting of last spring. 
We hardly think that the manufacturers will 
attempt any reduction, and believe that both 
sides will be very weill satisfied with the scale of 
last year. The tariff agitation came 
a bad time for us. suppose the 
manufacturers will make the prospect 
look as gloomy as possibie. Moreover, 
I think both sides will act honestly with each 
other this time, but there will be no wenn | 
a $6 scale in order to hold $5.50, but the rate will 
be laid down without any attempt at strategy.

The Mayor of Philadelphia is making an 
individual effort to close up 150 of the most 
disreputable places in that city by prevent- 
ing a renewal of their licenses. The County 
Commissioners are now engaged in receiv- 
ing applications for licenses. The first day 
six were refused who had been reported by 
the police; and they propose to keep on with 
the refusals in the case of every saloon re- 
ported as disreputable. Some ok the worst 
have made no application for renewals, 
knowing their cases would be hopeless. If 
we had such a Mayor in Chicago that sink- 
hole of vice and villainy, the Levee, would 
soon be purified. !

NECESSITY FOR HIGH LICENSE. 

The great advantages of hizh license have 
been demonstrated in several cities in this 
State and throughout the States of Michigan 
and Nebraska; but never has the necessity 
for that system been so vividly Ulustrated as 
it was through the diagrams published in 
Tue Tripune of yesterday, which gave a 
birdseye view of the excess of rum-holes 
huddled together in certain localities in this 
city. It this exhibit could be placed in the 
hands of every Voter it would seem that the 
great mass of citizens, rich and poor, drink- 
ersand abstainers, would become enthusi- 
astic advocates of any system short of coer- 
cive suppression which would reduce. the 
number of saloons to a decent proportion to 
the population and the convenience of the 
drinking classes. 

The number of licensed saloons in Chica- 
go is 3,500—1,660 on the West Side, 1,540 on 
the South Side, and 600 on the North Side— 
and the number of places where liquor can 
be bought, including saloons run without a 
license, groceries, and drug-stores, is not 
less than 5,000. This estimate allots one 
saloon to every 120 inhabitants, or one to 
every twenty-four families. There are sev- 
eral blocks where nearly every house num- 
ber represents a rum-hole and every other 
one a house of prostitution. The diagrams 
of certain blocks on State and Clark streets 
are absolutely black with drunkard-facto- 
ries. On Clark street, between Taylor and 
Twelfth, ‘there are nineteen saloons on 
one side of the street, between Harri- 
son and Polk there are twenty-four on 
the two sides, and between Van Buren 
and Harrison there are twenty-two. On 
State street, between Harmon court and 
Twelfth street, there are seventeen dogger- 
ies, between Polk and Taylor twenty-three, 
between Harrison and Polk seventeen, and 
between Van Buren and Harrison twenty- 
six. In the block on which the City-Hall is 
located there are twelve saloons; in the 
block surrounding the Court-House there are 
twenty-two; and in the block around the 
armory building there are thirty-nine. There 
are 183 saloons on South Halsted street, and 
230 on Madison street and Halsted along the 
line of a single streef-car route. There are 
24 saloons in the district bounded by Clark 
aud State, Jackson and Twelfth streets—a 
district which includes only#fifteen blocks, 
and has an area of not more than one-half 
mile square. in fact, the whole story is 
told in a nutshell by the single statement 
that, as against the 5,000 saloons, there are 
only 2,761 food-supply stores, or twice as 
many rum-holes as there are groceries, 
bakeries, and butcner-shops altogether. 

In view of this state of things it is not 
surprising that nearly $1,200,000 are required 
to pay the police, jail, bridewell, hospital, 
and poor-house expenses, of which the sa- 


‘loons paid less than $200,000 last year, though 


they were responsible, directly and indirect- 
ly, for nine-tenths of all the crime and 
pauperism of the community. It should be 
added that there is nota city in all Europe 
where anything like the same condition pre- 
vails, nor any other Government which 
would tolerate anything like it. The toler- 
ation of superfluous saloons is not merely 
disgraceful; it is in plain violation of ali 
principleg of political economy, public health, 
morals, and safety. 

The movement for bringing the license 
question before the people at the approach lug 
municipal election has advanced to the extent 
of a platform and a nominating committee. 
How much further it will go, or whetner it 
shall find a proper response from the people, 
no one can tell, The conditions for sucha 
movement are ripe even to rottenness ; 
whether or not public sentiment is ripe 
enough to carry it out is a doubtful matter.

The whole issue will 
depend upon the populage impulse at the ap- 
pointed time, If the public be sufficiently 
aliveto tne full measure of injustice and 
iniquity in the present saloon régime, it will 
give the necessary support to the new move- 
ment; if not, Harrison and his machine will 
have no difficulty in securing a new lease 
of power and maintaining the prevailing out- 
rages on decency. If John Stuart Mill’s 
theory of government be correct—‘“ to in- 
crease to the utmost the pleasures, and to di- 
minish to the utmost the pains, which men 
derive from one another’’—the existing Mu- 
nicipal Government of Chicago is a failure; 
butitcan only be rescued from the moral 
and physical filth in which it wallows by the 
people themselves. If they prefer to submit 
to the present conditions rather than make a 
determined effort to throw them off, then no 
set of reformers can help them.

A WORD TO THE WISE. 

Chicago, with its Government, illustrates 
Jefferson’s remark that great cities are great 
sores. This city swarms with the bacteria of 
social disease. it is a carbuncle of corrup- 
tion. Our Municipal Administration is the 
menstruum through which the parasites of 
ruin are prepagated. Their alliance with 
the thieves, prostitutes, gamblers, and inebri- 
atemakers stimulates the fester. Under their 
régime Chicago is becoming every day more 
of a physical and moral sewer. 

Talk will not disinfeet this municipal gan- 
grene. Powerful editorials will not work 
the cure. After-dinner indignation is not a 
strong enough tonic. The peopleof this city 
can have a good Mayor and Common Council 
if they are good enough. Only the brave de- 
serve the fair. Only the vigilant citizen de- 
serves a good Government. 

This city is ruled by a minority, and that 
minority consists of the moral paupers of 
the community. The suffrages of the 
* wealthy criminal classes, and the crimi- 
nal proletariat, and the sufferance of the rest, 
is the broad foundation on which the present 
Administration stands. The eternal vigilance 
of the lawbreakers and the eternal negli- 
gence of the lawkeepers is the secret of bad 
municipal government. A philosopher once 
said that the penalty the wise pay for not 
taking part in politics is to be ruled by bad 
men. We are ruled by bad men be⸗ 
cause the wise among us are not ‘wise 
enough to see that the most important 
thing they can attend to is the politics that 
is to determine whether or not the com- 
munity to which they intrust thefr lives, 
their property, and their children shall be 
ruled by the whisky-saloon, the gambling- 
hell, and the bagnio. 

Tue Tammo has raised its volce in sea- 
son and out of season to make known to the 
men who were building up the factories, 
stores, churches, libraries, and homes of Chi- 
cago that their work was being sapped and 
mined by the denizens of subterranean Chi- 
cago. For every place where food is sold 
there are two that deal in drunkenness. An 
iron-mill stands with eight ginmills by its 
side. The community builds churches, 
schools, and libraries by ones and twos, while 
barrooms, brothels, and bunko-shops are 
inultiplied by scores, While ofr merchants 
and manufacturers are creating wealth our 
City Administration is nursing the criminals 
who will destroy it. The forces of destruc- 
tion are gathering under the tabrie of our in- 
dustry, frugality, and enterprise. Juries are 
drawn from the accomplices of those to be 
tried. Justices compete for the custom of 
criminals. Sluggers are discharged from 
custody upon surrendering a part of their 
‘booty. Laborers going to work are denied 
police protection against criminal assaults. 
Liquor saloons and faro dens are the com- 
niittee-rooms of our municipal authorities. 

The people of this city are not corrupt, but 
its politicians and administrators are reeking 
with pestential immorality. If the majori- 
ty wantt6 abolish them they can achieve the 
work with ease. It is only necessary to at- 
tend the primaries and see that in neither 
party does the dishonest minority over- 
slaugh the wholesome majority. The reme- 
dy is as simple as that. But if our business- 
men, and lawyers, and men of property do 
not realize the necessity of reform deeply 
enough to take this trouble, we beg them to 
spare us one annoyance. If they, the wise, 
leave politics to bad men, let them never 
complain because they have not a good Gov- 
ernment.

AGNOSTICISM AT FUNERALS. 

There is always a disposition on the part of 
the surviving friends to respect and carry 
out the last injunctions of a dying fellow-be- 
ing, To refuse to do this is considered little 
less than sacrilegious, as they are the final 
wishes of the departing one and the last 
favors he can ask, and to refuse them at such 
a time would be a gratuitous if not bar- 
barous embitterment of the last moments, It 
is well in the majority of cases that it should 
be 80, as a man in the presence of the august 
mysteries of death, and entering within the 
valley of the shadow, has done with the 
world, and is not likely to make a request 
that his friends cannot willingly and gladly 
comply with: There are cases, however, 
when the survivors are warranted ia disre- 
garding the injunctions—not for the sake of 
the dead man, who is past all consciousness 
of knowing whether they are performed or 
not, but for the sake of the living, who have 
rights which even a corpse is bound to re- 
spect. To this class belongs the case of the 
late F. G. Stebbins, who was laid ‘to rest at 
Gowanda, N. I., a few days ago in a most 
grotesque; if not ribaid and blasphemous, 
manner. 

The late Mr. SteDbins was for twenty years 
editor of the Cuba (N. Y.) Patriot, and 
about two years ago was appointed United 
States Consul at the Philippine Islands. For 
several months past he had been at home 
dying of consumpnion, and had been brood- 
ing over his approaching death, and seeking 
to derive somd thin comfort from the doc- 
trines of agndsticism, of which he was a 
disciple. The injuncttion of the late Mr. 
Thorne, the actor, to one of -his friends, that 
no minister should officiate at his funeral,“ 
made a deep impression upon Mr. Stebbins; 
and he exacted from his family the promise 
that no minister of any denomination should 
be present or take part in the obsequaies.' In 
this regard neither Mr. Thorne not Mr. 
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has so often assailed his own. It is not on 
record that the clergy ever assailed the pro-. 
féssion to which Mr. Stebbins belonged; on 
the other hand, the reldtions between the two 
are mainly very pleasant, and he probably 
had no personal prejudice against them as 
gentiemen; but as he had espoused the doc- 
trine of a man who has no faith in minis- 
ters, and who ‘recently went so far as to 
menace the Almighty with the strength of 
his puny arm, it is not at ali strange that he 
desired to be buried without their assist- 
ance, The request was a legitimate one, and 
the surviving friends did rightin acceding 
to it. Sacred as the form is, Mr. Stebbins had 
passed beyond all hope of help from clergy- 
men; and, if any of the friends desired cler- 
ical comfort it was possible to obtain it and 
not violate his request. There was nothing 
in the absence of a clergyman that would 
make the funeral ceremony less sacred or 
impressive; and we all know that sometimes 
the presence of the clergyman tends to make 
it dismal and gloomy, and adds fresh grief 
where it should bring solace. 

Had Mr. Stebbins’ last request stopped 
with his injunctions against clergymen no 
one could have taken exceptions to it, but he 
went further and made the funeral ludicrous, 
He was a member of a lodge of Knights of 
Honor, and he asked that they should con- 
duct the ceremony. He desired them, as they 
conducted his body throvgh the village, to 
sing “ Marching Tnro’ Georgia,” and to repeat 
the song at his grave. It isa little remarka- 
ble that it did not occur to the dying man to 
change the old war-song into “ Marching 
Thro’ Gowanda.” It would not have 
been more ludicrous, and certainly 
would have been more exact in de- 
fining the locality and route of this 
remarkable procession, as it shouted its 
way to the grave so loudly that ali in the 
village, with the exception of the dead man, 
could not fail to hear it. Mr. Stebbins’ pro- 
gram did not close at this point. After he 
was securely buried, it was his request that 
as they left the cemetery they should strike 
up the cheap and sentimental ditty. Good- 
By, My Lover, Good-By.” The Knights at- 
tended the funeral in full regalla, tricked 
out with the trappings which for some in- 
scrutable reason persons belongmg to lodges 
delight to display on such occasions, and 
sang the songs with great gusto, wak- 
ing the echoes throughout the village, and 
creating a decided sensation among the quiet 
people, who had not been accustomed to 
sucha display of exceedingly bad taste, to 
call it by no harsher name. 

The IngersolHans will claim that they have 
a right to conduct funeral ceremonies as 
they choose, and in a manner which is con- 
sistent with the character of their teachings, 
however ridiculous it may be. Unquestion- 
ably. if a man prefers to die like a brute ani- 
mal, he can be buried like one; but the 
license to have such unseemly ceremanies as 
those which attended Mr. Stebbins’ obse- 
quies ought to be based upon the condition 
that they be performed out of sight and hear- 
ing, and that they shall not be thrust into the 
eyes and ears of the public. There is, no 
warrant fora man, just because he is dead 
and past rebuke or retaliation, in offending 
the comimunity and outraging all that is held 
as sacred by turning it into ridicule or bur- 
lesquing it. If Ingersollism claims such a 
right, all it has to dois to exercise it a few 
times more in order to destroy its own 
power and influence. 


A WESTERN EDUCATOR CALLED EAST. 

A notable event educational circles is 
the unanimous mmendation by a com- 
mittee of the Board of Education of Phila- 
delphia of Mr. James MacAlister, Superin- 
tendent ofthe schools of Milwaukee, Wis., 
to be Superintendent of the schools of Phila- 
delphia. The committee consisted of seven 
members of the board. There were a score 
ot. candidates for the position, hailing from 
every quarter of the country, but chiefly 
from the East, of course. An exhaustive in- 
vestigation of the qualifications, respectively, 
of the candidates was made, and, as already 
stated, the verdict in favor of Mr. MacAlis- 
ter was unanimous. In this’ investigation 
the committe@; have been engaged for 
months, ee a sub-committee to various 
cities to Inspect, on the ground, the schools 
under the supervision of candidates, and 
carefully examining school reports, lectures, 
and other papers on education of such candi- 
dates, 

The arduous and long-protracted labor of 
the committee shows (1) the extreme scarcity 
of competent scientific educators, and (2) that 
in the opinion of the Philadeiphia com- 
mittee the West possesses one of the best 
equipped in the country,in the person of 
Mr. MacAlister. It shows, too, that the most 
advanced theorists on the subject of a radical 
reform in methods of education are preferred 
to teachers of the old routine memorizing 
cramming régime. But, better than all, it 
shows that there is a great awakening on the 
subject of the need of introducing industrial 
training into the curriculum of the schools. 
For the paper of Mr. MacAlister, which seems 
most to have impressed the committee, was 
a lecture on “Industrial Art Education” 
delivered before the National Teachers’ As- 
sociation at Saratoga last summer. That 
lecture shows not only that Mr. MacAlister is 
a school-man, thoroughly versed in classic 
literature and imbued with a keen apprecia- 
tion of its intrinsic worth and its surpassing 
charm to the highly-cultured intellect, but 
also that he is deeply impressed with a sense 
of the necessity of remodeling the present 
system of education to meet the imperative 
demands of a realistic age in the direction of 
industrial training. 

Mr. MacAlister knows the schoolmaster, 
and he declares that “he is conservative,” 
and that he has moved about the slowest and 
is among the least disposed to go forward 
of any class of men engaged in carrying on 
the great activities of life.“ He declares 
that the ideas which have controlled our 
methods of education were formed something 
like 400 years ago.” He pays a glow- 
ing tribute to the beauty and value of the 
classics, but declares that the Baconian phi- 
losophy of the study of things in opposition 
to the humanistic study of words opened 
the way to the development of a science of 
teaching; and that Kousseau, Pestalozzi, and 
Fröbel found the key to the new science 
namely: that we learn to do by dom.“ 
He says that this new theory has now be- 
come too strong to be put aside by a wave of 
the schoolmaster's hand.” Hedeclares that 
“the primary schools must be made to con- 
form te the existing necessities of the 
people.“ He protests against the assumption 
that te craftsman isa mere machine, and 
that there is no intellectual advantage 
to be had from manual training.” Then 
follows this graphie delineation of the 
wonderful capability of the hand: 


Bat I would like to know why the hand should 
not be trained as well asthe head? The pertect- 
ly educated man is be whose facile hand follows 
obediently the clear and ready promptinas of a 
weiil-deveioped brain. The hand is tne most 
marvelous instrumesot Mm the world: it is the 
necessary complement of the mind in dealuwg 
with matter in ali its varied forms. It was the

Mr. MacAlister is a native of Scotiand. He 
came to country when quite young, his 
family residence in Albany, N. Y. 
There young MacAlister studied and prac- 
ticed law. Some years ago he removed to 
Milwaukee, and, subsequently ning 
the law, devoted his attention to education. 


He has been four years Superintendent of 


Public Instruction in that city. His return 
to the East will prove a serious loss to the 
cause of educationin the West. This loss 
has, however, already been made good by 
the advent here from Boston of Col. Parker, 
Superintendent of the Cook County Normal 
School. Col. Parker and Mr. MacAlister are 
the leading aposties in the United States of 
the new educational dispensation. |

DRUNKENNESS IN SWITZERLAND. 

The Swiss papers have been very much ex 
cited of late over the charge that the people 
of Switzerland take the palm for drunken- 
ness, and one of them, the Bund, published 
in Berne, claims that the country which en- 
joys that bad eminence is Belgium. It bases 
its claim upon official returns, furnished by 
one of the Auditors of the Belgian Post-Ot- 
fice, which show that the consumption of 
spirits in that country has increased five-fold 
since 1830, and is now at the rate of #0 
litres, equal in our measure to about ten gul- 
lons and a half, per head, for each adult of 
the population. The population of Belgium 
is 4,250,000, and the number of saloons of 
every sort 102,000, being at the rate of one to 


every forty persons. The physicians inthe 


Belgian hospitals also affirm that 80 per cent 
of the cases which terminate fatally are the 
result of the immoderate use of alcoholic 
liquors, Further statistics go to show that 
for the same reason the number of suicides 
has increased from 852 in 1875 to 581 in 1880, 
a fearful rate considering the size of the 
population, and that there are now three 
times as many insane persons from the use 
of alcohol as there were thirty years ago. 

These official figures evidently relieve 
Switzerland from the charge of being the 
most drunken country in Europe, though 
she still stands second. Meanwhile her sta- 
tisticians will have to hunt round very lively 
to relieve themselves from another charge 
which is made against her peovle—namely: 
that of being the must divorced in Europe. 
The number of demands for divorce in 
1881 was 1,171, as compared with 1,069 in 1880, 
and the divorces granted in 1881 were 945, 
against 856 in 1880. The proportion of 
divorces to marriages throughout the 
Confederation is about 5 per cent, which 
the London Times says is unequaled in 
any other country, and in only one city, 
Berlin. The majority qt the divorces are 
in the Protestant cantons, and last year they 
were almost exciusively Protestant. The 
Times correspondent writing from Geneva 
says: 

In the Valois and Tessin the proportion of di- 
vorces to marriages was no more than 0.18 
cent and 0.27 per cent respectively, and in Uri, 
Obwalden, Nidwalden, and Innerhoden—ali Cath- 
Olio cantous—husbands wives were 60 well 
satisfied with each other and themselves that 
none of them sued for a dissotution of ‘their 
bonds. But the most striki inatance of the 
different effects of rival religions on sociai hab- 
its is afforded by Appenzell. The Reformation 
gave rise to so much bitter quarreling among 
the Appenzellern that they agreed to divide ‘the 
canton into two démi-cantuna, one of which 
rallied to Protestantism, while the other re- 
mained true to the old faith. The Protestant 
baif took the name of Ausserhoden, the Catholic 
that of Innerboden. With this exception the 
Appenzellern have lived ever since under pre- 
cisely the same conditions, their form of gov- 
ernment, laws, customs, and traditions being 
almost identical; yet in 1881 the ratio * divares 
to marriage in Ausserboden was 13.18 per cent, 
the highest in ail Switzerland; in Innerhoden 
the ratio is represented by a cipher—there were 
no divorces Whatever. 


A large number of these divorces arise 
from the unfortunate intemperance of the 
Swiss, but the most frequent cause is the 
ease with which a divorce can be obtained, 
in which respect Switzerland even surpasses 
Indiana. The courts are authorized to 
decree a divorce for incompatibility of tem- 
per, and an application for adivorce is always 
considered evidence of such incompatibility, 
and the decree is granted at once. It is 
easier in Switzerland to get unmarried than’ 
it is to get married, Evidently the wide lati- 
tude of freedom granted to the Swiss in 1870, 
when the Constitution was revised, is an 
unmitigated evil and is rapidly bringing the 
country into social chaos. There may be 
such a thing as too much freedom even in a 


Republic.

DRESS REFORMS. 

The English are eminently patient and per- 
sistent in their pursuit of a reform, particu- 
larly if it happens to be a dress reform. 
Americans are apt to take ashy at a reform, 
rave over ita little while, and then drpp it 
without doing anything. The Englis®man, 
however, pegs away, sublimely indifferent to 
the mere matter of progress or the accom- 
plishment of the reform. There a change in 
female attire has been agitated for years and 
meetings are held with refreshing regular 
The discussions are long and learned, an 
degrees nearly every article of dress worn 
by lovely woman has been demonstrated un- 
healthy though perfectly charming. Little 
by little the English woman has been de- 
nuded by resolutions, but nothing nas been 
substituted that she will consent to wear. 

Societies engaged in dress reform are i n- 
numerable, and all of them are patronized by 
the nobility. One of these—the Rational 
Dress Society—recently organized under the 
auspices of Lady Haberton, held a meet- 
ing in London not long since which was 
largely attended. It would not hear of cor- 
sets or stays of any kind, tight or loose. It 
condemned shoes. It assailed bodices. It 
made havoc with mysterious underwear. At 
last it savagely assailed the petticoat, which, 
according to Lady Haberton, is at the root of 
woman’s lack of nerve. The unconscious 
consciousness that she may at any moment 
trip over her skirt preys upon a woman’s 
mind from her incumbéred youth to her 
still more incumbered age,” said the Vis 
countess, and then, with a charming con- 
tempt of logic, mentioned that the skirts of 
women employed in washing coal in Welsh 
mines dip into the water. It did not occur 
to any one present to ask the speaker whether 
the members of the Rational Dress Society 
were ever likely to wash coal for a livelihood 
or whether it was likely that these Welsh 
coal-washers would ever be engaged in dress 
reform, having ail they can do to keep soul 
and body together. 

Several other speakers addressed the meet-. 
ing, but their songs were always the same. 
A rational style of dress would be a deiight- 
ful thing to behold in these days of belaced 
and bedizened and befurbished monstrosi- 
ties we meet in the parlors and on the streets, 


but the mistake made by all these reformers 


is that they present nothing rational to fill 
the place of what is confessedly irrational. 
There are innumerable women suffering 
from a dress thraildom from which they 
would gladly be relieved, but they would 
rather die than wear something which sim- 
bly has the merit of being comfortable or 
convenient. It never occurs to these re- 
formers, though they are of the same sex, 
that their sisters would gladly accept some- 
thing that is comfortable, if, in addition to 
this guality, it bas beauty and grace. If it 
does not possess mem they will go on squeez- 
ing, and pinching, and torturing themselves 
tll doomsday.

The Body ot a Ficod Victim Recovered. 
CINCINNATI, O., March 10.—[Special.]—The 
laborious search for the human bodies buried in 
the débris of the Southern Railway Depot. which 
was wrecked and buried in twenty feet of water 
and mud durimg the great flood, was rewarded 
today by the finding of the body of W. H. Bur- 
dick. ‘The wreck occurred so unexpectedly and 
quickly that nothing definit was koown as to 
how many went down or who they were. Bur- 
dick hed that morning accompanied his young 
wite to the Lebanan Depot and seen here off for 
a visit to friends. Two days later she wrote to 
him, and two or three more letters were written 
him before her apprebensions were aroused. 
Then becoming alarmed at not hearing 
from him, sue telegraphed, but still nere was 
no response. At the end of ten days ber anxiety 
as to why he did not write brought her back to 
the city. The door of their boure, No. 50 West 
Seventh street, was found locked, and a neigh- 
bor bheiped ber force it open. Her letters were 
lying on the tioor by the door, where the post- 
man bad pusbed them under the sill, 
was musty from baving been shut up 80 @ng, 
and the pet dog, the canary, and the robin ere 
dead from starvation. Everything else was just 
us she had teft it, and it had not before 
been known that Burdick was missing. 
The suggesuon. was made that after seeing his 
wife off be might have gone down to the depot 
of the Southern Railway to see the tlood and 
been evertaken by the wreck. Tue thought 
drove bis wife almost frantic, and she was sent 
to his friends. Burdick's body was weil pre- 
served, and $140.08 was found ia one of bis pock- 
ets.

when the opening of navigation sO near at 
hand, and when shippers usually bold back ship- 
ments to take advantage of the low lake rates. 
It was generally believed that a bigher amount 
could not possibly be secured until ngxt winter. 
But, contrary to general expectations, the state- 
ment of shipments for the week just passed x- 
ceeds the amount of sbipments for the week pre- 
vious by nearly 10,000 tons. The large amount 
of business the various roads leading ast 
from this city are doing at present fully 
disproves the reports that east-bound grain 
rates are being cut. The roads at present are 
offered more business at tariff rates than they 
are well able to carry. As long as this state of 
affairs prevail there can beno possibie talk 
about any of the lines cuttiug rates. Railroads 
are not apt to take less than shippers are will- 
. Ing to pay. They only cut rates when business 
is light, and when by cutting rates they gre able 
to stimulate the business.

GOOD INDIANS. 


Statement that Gen. Porter’s Recent 
Arrest of Sleeping Rabbit and other 
Indians Was IIl-Achised and Masty— 
Grave Appreheusions. 

Lrrrn Rock. Ark., March 10.—[8pecial.]— 
Advices received today from Indian Territory 
are to the effect that the arrest of Sleeping 
Rabbit and others of the Spiechee tribe of Creek 
Indians by Gen. Porter and a detachment of his 
forces a few days ago has produced a high 
degree of excitement among the Cherokees. 
It is claimed that Gen. Porter's action was 
baatyfinconsiderate, and indiscreet. From the 
advices received today it is shown that the par- 
ty arrested with Sieeping Rabbit were men from 


the Cherokee-Creek setti€ments on Green | 


Leaf, Cnerokee Nation, and ere on a 
visit to Inspector Pollock. Muscogee, 
in reference to the Creek trouble. and in no way 
did they lay themseives liable toarrest. They 
were unarmed, and so far from being bent on 
mischief their visit was in the interest of peace, 
as well as trading in the stores in Muscogee. In 
addition to the party arrested with Sleeping 
Rabbit—D. Childers, an Ageut who recently 
went to Wasb ton, D. C., in the interest of the 
Spiechee party, bas just returned with author- 
ity from the Commissioner of Iodian Affairs to 
take and report a census of the party and 
their demands—this under the care of Inspector 
Pollock, that the census is correctiy taken, 
and repocted—this Agent Childers was arrested 
as soon a8 he left the cars in Muscogee by Gen. 
Porter, and sent a3 a prisoner to Otemulgee, the 
Capital of the Creek Nation. These arbitrary 
arrests bave preduced a profound sensation 
among the Cherokees, as they claim they are um- 
terly uncalled for; that Spiechee has left Creek 
soil to nnd a home among some of the Western 
tribes; that about all of the disaffected Creeks 
have signified their willingness to submit to the 
constituted authorities of their Naton, 
and that instead of the warlike atti- 
tude that Gen. Porter oosgupies it should 
be peace. The Creeks ~ neighbors 
to the Crerokees, who ciaim to their nearest 
and best friends and bope to remain 80, and to 
be ever worthy of their friendship. If our peo- 
ple have gone into the Creeks’ country zo ſuter- 
lere with their affairs. they take the risk upon 
themselves—but if they go to confer with an

nothingevrongin it. This appears to be what 
Sleeping-Rabbit’s mission was when pounced 
upou by Gen. Porter’s men, and it has produced 
a painful sensation among ail classes whodiscuss 
it and who realize the delicacy of the situation, 
and the necessity of wise counsel and prudent 
action in the premises. 

The Rev. Mr. Cowan, a minleter of the Metb- 
odist Church, whose charge is in the Creek 
country, reports that a man named Watie, aaid 
to be one of Spiechee’s chief supporters, ana 
who was arrested with the Sleeping Rabbit's 
party, was summarily executed by bis captors, 
and the others of the Kabpit party were under- 
going trial by the Creek Nation. arrests 
are looked upon with grave apprehension by the 
people of the Cherokee Nation, but who rely 
with implicit faith in their principal Chief to 
preveut any disastrous results from them.

Resolved, That, in 887 opinion, such a tax is 
not warranted by law. is opposed to sound pub- 
lic policy, to the spirit of the age, and to that 
freedom of trade which is the city’s mainspri

municipal regulation or extra police protection 
or expenditure; 

Resolved, That such special tax onus is in- 
vidious, and to be just should be imposed equally 
on all ordinary avocations. e see no reason 
for taxing us that wouid net with moreor equal 
foree apply to such businesses as steam, horse.

Taken all in all the week was uneventful in 
real-estate circles.

General Building Notes. 

w. W. Boyington has been instructed to adver- 
tise for proposals for the mason and other work 
on the three-story addition that is to be made to 
the office part of the Union Depot on Van Buren 
street.

Competing for South Water Street 
Stores—The Inevitable Result. 

South Water street is Chicago's market. 
Those who bave threaded their way through the 
mazes of fruit, veretabies, and other produce 
on that thoroughfare will not deny tbis. They 
may also have wondered why the commission- 
men and dealers did not spread themselves over 
more ground, and not crowd one another so, 
but they will not consent to leave the street with 
which themselves and their goods bave become 
identified. Many etforts have been made to in- 
duce them to take up their quarters 
on other streets where they would get 
more room and cheaper rents, bht they 
would vot listed to any such  proposi- 
tion. Market street was once suggested, 
and afew dealers went up opposit the “ big 
square.“ but soon they grew lonesome, and were 
anxious to go back to their old quarters and pay 
exorbitant rents for cramped-up stores. Adams 
street was proposed, but that met with no bet- 
ter response. And now the struggie for quarters 
on South Water street is a bitter one. The com- 
mission-men are wultiplying, and more room is 
imperatively demanded. There is too little 
room now, though, and cunsequently the tenants 
are trying to outbid one another in their efforts 
to secure desirable quarters. 

Said a prominent commission-muan on the 
street in answer to an inquiry as to why the 
dealers did not seek some street where there 
was more room for them: I tell you we could 
not do it. Aunited move in the matter would 
be an fmpossibility, and our business bas been 
so strongly wedded to this street that those who 
bound to 
suffer.” 

These buildings along here are all one and 
two story affairs. Why would it not pay the 
landlords to add on a story or two? Could they 
not get tenants?’ 

“That would not solve the problem exactly. 
You see our business is a street business. No 
one would do well up one or twe flichts of 
stairs. Wedonot care for a building—give us 
a tent on the street to protect our goods and we 
could do business just as well. You wilt-aatthe | 
that even in the second stories along here there 
ure but few commission-men doing business. 
None of them would go higber up.“ 

“ What do you think of the proposition of a 
certain large property-owner to erect au im- 
wense building on his property, at the corner of 
Randolph and Market streets, for the express 
accommodation of you commission-men—a sort 
of general market?“ 

It is a very good idea, and 1 think it would 
be acceptable. A move of that kind would help 
us out of our present difficulty, I think.“ 

* We are all at sea,“ said another commission 
man. Ine landlords are not raising the reut. 
but the annuai struggle for quarters bas be- 
gun, and we have to bid against one another for 
our stores. What we need is a great market- 
pince, and I hope that some capitalist or capital- 
ists witlorganizea movement of that kind to help 
us out of our dilema. Any one can see that we are 
packed in down here on this street like sardines 
ina box, with scarcely any room to turn. about, 
but we can do nothing—our bands are tied. We 
put in our bid for our * quarters, and re- 
main in suspense untii we bear the verdict of 
our landlord. if some one outbids us we are 
Kone. 1 

Several other commission men told the same 
story, and deplored the condition of affairs. It 
seemed to be the general opinion that a large 
market would be a desirable institution. There 
the mercbants could secure stalls as large or as 
small as they wanted, and still be at a central 
point. As it was now they were crowded in to- 
gether, sometimes four and five firmsin one 
Small building, and it was unpleusant, to say the 
ieast. The landlords were not increasing the 
rents, but, of course, they naturally wanted to 
make all they could out of their property. and 
would rent tothe highest bidder. In this way 
many firms were crowded out of their quarters. 
and, if late in the seuson, were obliged to rent 
a section of a store for the rest of the year. 
This had been the state of affairs for many sea- 
sous past, but this year it was more noticeable 
than ever, New ems haa sprung up and were 
bidding for piaces, and some must be crowded 
out to make room for theintiux. The commis- 
sion-men are Having a bard time of it.

A Walk Among the Contractors and 
Butiders—They Think the Prospects 
Exeellent— Delay in Receipts ot Stone. 
The prospects for an unusually brisk season 

in the building line are very encouraging, and 

already the coctractors and builders are at 
work figuring upon plans which they will begin 
work upon as soon as permanent mild weather 
sets in. The great drawback now appears to be 
the difficulty in getting stone from Lemont and 
other points ou the canal. It appears that the 
work on the proposed tock improvements pre- 
vents the free passage of the boats up to this 
point, and as a conseguence the receipts are 
comparatively small. But about sixty cords 
of stone is being received daily, while the 
usual receipts are from 300 to 400 cords per day. 

Of course this scarcity of stone puts back the 

work on building foundations, and until the 

canal becomes unoodstructed building opera- 
tions will necessarily be delayed. 

Said a prominent builder yesterday: We are 
looking forward to a very lively and prosperous 
season, and shall be disappointed unless many 
of the vacant spaces in the business portion of 
the city are not filled up before fall. You prob- 
ably have beard of the trouble we are now hav- 
ing about getting stone in on the canal. Of 
course that puts us back some, as this pleasant 
weather wouid give us achauce to begin work 
on foundations, if we had the material.” 

“ What is the outlook as regards the coustruc- 
tion of dwellings:“ 

Excellent, | think. There are to be several 
elegant residences erected on Michigan, Grand, 
and Washington boulevards, and work upon 
them will be begun witb the soft weather. Then 
I bear of large numbers of flats and cottages 
that are to be put up by capitalists in all parts 
of the city. With the increase in rents in this 
city and the great demand for dweilings and 
apartments, the capitalists see a good chance 
for investment, and will boom building matters 
this year. I tell you, the architects are having 
all the work they can do now.” 

Several other builders expressed themselves 
on the subject in the same vein, and said they 
had great bopes for the coming sen- 
son. One of them said that they would 
be delayed somewhat, and would not be- 
gin as early as they had hoped, both on ac- 
count of the trouble in receiving stone on the 
canal, and the fact that it would be several 
weeks yet beiore any brick would be kilned. He 
did not seem to think that there would be any 
trouble with labor strikes. though, as the con- 
tractors aud builders were in a condiuon to pay 
good and ample wages for work. This opinion 
appeared to be shared by all the ‘builders. 

Are there any big building projects on foot,“ 
was asked of a well-knowu contractor. 

Nous that am aware of,” ne said. “I know 
that the architects are at work ou u number of 
big schemes, but they will not be put into our 
bands until we «ars in a condition to execute 
them. A month's time will probably ripeu 
them.“ 

One of. the largest brick manufacturers in the 
city wus asked as to the prospects for the ap- 
proaching building season, and be stated that 
the outlook was very encouraging. It would be 
about six weeks vet Before the dry-kilos could 
be put in successful operation. 

“Do you anticipate any trouble with your 


men?“ 

“I cannot say. We are a little bit afraid of 
the masons’ strike. That may affect our men.” 

How will the prices of brick range?” 

“That we cannot tell until the price of labor 
is fixed, I think, however, that we can satisfy 
the contractors With our prices, as 1 hardiy be- 
lieve the men will be as foolish as they were last 
season.“ 

Another brick manufacturer said he should 
light a tire in his kilns today or tomorrow and 
do what he could at present. He felt that the 
demand for brick would be large this season in 
consequence of the immense building opera- 


tions that were soon to be set on foot, and it was 


his opinion that the finer quality of pressed 
brick would be in great demand, especially in 
the erection of business blocks and flats. He did 
not anticipate any trouble on tne labor ques- 
tion, as be felt quite sure that the men would be 
satisfied with the wages the manufacturers 
could afford to pay. 

The majority of tne men interested in build- 
ing operations unite in ‘predicting a very lively 
season, and there appears to be no reason why 
their predictions should not be verified. They 
say that times are good, and that capitalists are 
anxious to invest their money in buildings, 
which willinsure them a good interest on their 
investments. Labor is cheap, and many new 
firms who are anxious to establish themselves in 
Chicago are looking about for quarters. As the 
business portion of the city is so crowded they 
must appeal to the builders for assistance, and, 
asa consequence, Chicago would witness large 
building operations during the spring and sum- 
mer months. 


State Street BRents—Declining Eather 
than Advancing. 

It has been rumored io real-estate circles that 
Potter Palmer contemplated raising the rents of 
his State streot property, and he was usked yes- 
terday if such was his intention. He Said 
he intended to  ruise the rent of 
the few stores that had entrances 
in the hotel, but the rents of 
his other property would not be advanced. In- 
deed, some of his tenauts wanted aim to come 
down on their rents. He bad heard the rumor 
that he contemplated an advance, and he at- 
tributed it to che fact that while be was away 
Mr. Honoré had raised the rent of one of bis 
tenants, and that tenant bad moved out. Since 
he had returned he bad tried to rent the piace 
at the same rent he had been receiving for it, 

t bad been unable to do so. This fact led him 
o suppose that rents along State street this 
spring would be rather on the decline than on 
the advance. He bad not been back bere long 
enough to ascertain What the building opera- 
tions would amount to this season. 

That State street north of Van Buren and south 
of the river is now, and will continue to be, the 
centre of Chicago’s retail district there is no 
doubt. During the last twenty years values 
bave iucreased rapidly, and almost every foot 
of land along the street is now occupied by large 
and handsome structures. The foliowmg from 
the current issue of the Houseand Lot embodies 
some interesting facts about this territory: 

A comparison of prices at which property in 
this locality has been offered during the last 
few years will not prove uninteresting to our 
readers. In 1800, State street, south of Madison, 
was given over to dwellings, small stores, and 
bourdmg- houses, and property met with slow 
sales at from 875 to $100 per foot. Ten 
years later, after the establishment of 
Fieid, Leiter & Co., and one or two other large 
houses on this thoroughfare north of Madison 
street, it awakened from its lethargy, and rapid 
advance in values became noticeable, property 
which, previous to that time, bad been almost 
unsalabie steadily advanced to from $5 to 
$1,000 per foot. Potter Palmer had already com- 
menced the erection of his hotel as well as sev- 
eral business structures, when the äre eme and 
swept the street, leaving searceiv a vestige of 
what was fast becoming one of tue tinest retail 
streets upon the continent. Property-owners 
were discouraged and disseartened, but, with 
the eoergy which has ever characterized Chica- 
go, they icomediately rebuilt upon a greater 
and more megniticent scale than before, having 
faith that with the next turn of fortune’s wheel 
their severe losses would be repaid. How well 
tounded was their faith has been evinced by the 
values which today obtain for property upon 
this thoroughfare, as bigh as $4.000 per root hav- 
ing been offered and refused for some of the 
eboicest and most central property. 

“ Within the last ten years several notabie 
transfers bave taken piace, among which can be 
named the property at the southwest corner of 
State and Monroe, formeriy known es the Pike 
Biock, for the sum of $300,000; the Hale Build- 
ing, for the same figure, and the ofa First Na- 
tional Bank Building tora like sum. Since the 
introduction of tne cable system and the widen- 
ing of the street its entire length, State street, 
as far even as Thirty-ninth street, has appre- 
ciated rapidiy in valuc.

New York and Chicago Fiat Bents. 

While occupants of many apartment-houses 
in this city have mucn cause for complaint re- 
garding rents and the treatment of landlords, 
they will doubtiess be able to abstract some 
comfort from the perusal of the followmg ex- 
tract from a New York paper and the reflection 
that they do not reside in that city. The articie 
was prepared by a reporter who made a person- 
al investigation of numerous complaints by ten- 
ants about the extortion of landlords. After re- 
ferring to the unwarranted rapid advance in 
rents, the article says: This extortion bas been 
especially noticeableamong the owners of flats 
and apartment- houses, for the reason that there 
bas been a larger demand for them than for any 
other kind of bouses. Speculation investment 
in dwelling houses has ceased for the present, 
and capitalists are putt their money into 
enormous flats, because are aware that 
there will be a much larger return from the in- 
vestment. 

“A furnished house in ood of 
Fifth avenue, between the and Forty-sev- 
enth street, can be secured for little less than 
$20,000 a year, while unfurnished houses are let 
for $12,000 and even more. 

“A bachelor who desires a com home in 
an agreeable part of the city is compelled to 
for the privilege from $40 to $50 a month, n 
bis meals taken outside. Ap unfurnished 
flat with from nine to twelve rooms commands 
from $1,500 to 85.000 a year. Few can be got for 
less than $1,500. hen it is taken into 
consideration that as a rule baif of rooms 
are improperly lighted. all of them are small 
and irregular in sbape, and there are many in- 
conveniences to bousekeeping incident to the 
confined space, it is simply outrageous that such 
prices should be charged. In the neighborbood 
of Madison Square a large apartment-house has 
recent! been opened. It is stories high and 
contains two double and eight single flats. The 
double flats are offered for $4,000 and

The double flats contain in all fifteen alleged 
rooms and eight or nine legitimate rooms—that 
is, the others are ciosets and pantries. Three 
large rooms in the front constitute the parior 
rece ap A ey rare bev gi i are papered 
in olive and old goid and decorated with colored 
woods. The dinimg-room in the rear has but 
one window, which opens into a well, so that the 
room is badly lighted and improperly ventilated. 
The billiard-room is open to the same objection. 
The bath-rooms are compietely dark.

dintng-room. The single flats in this house are 
like half of the double flats and ss the 
same advantages and objec 8. Stairway 
leading down around the elevator sbaft is very 
tortuous and narrow. The house, however, is 
provided with iron fire-escapes. 

Further down town, iu a very disagreeable 
neighborhood, is a large apartment house which 
has been there now for seven years. Three 

ears ago the flats let at prices varying from 

1,300 to $2,000, and now they. from $1,800 
to $3,000a year. These flats contain only five 
rooms besides a kitchen and pantry—a or iu 
front, back of which is a bedroom which is oa 
pletely dark unless lighted from the parior. In 
the rear of the flat are two more bedrooms 
which are 8 small; one opens into a well and 
the other is 1 through a transom which 
opens into the kitchen, which is open to ob- 
vious objections. The dining-room is provided 
with but one window, part of which opens into 
the same well as the bedroom window to which 
reference has already been made. 
largest number of apartments are to 
— town, especially in the neighburhood 
of Central Park. Seme are 
nifcent in their appointments, it 
but the magnificence scarely 
such a charge as 363.00 a “year, 
with it you secure only thirteen or fourteen 
rooms, some of which are dark and nearly ali 
of which are veryjsmall, One apartment-house 
in this neighborhood was visited where the 
prices were considerably lower, and yet it would 
be safe to cull them exorbitant. These flats 
were let at $1,700 a year, and contained nine 
rooms in ail, including kitchen and pantry. 
There were only two bed-rooms, one of which, 
as well as the dining-room, opened into a well. 
This house was heated by a furnace.” 

Compared with the figures given above the 
rents demanded by Chicago landlords, while 
high enough, are decidedly low. A flat of from 
seven to ten rooms, well-liguted and moderately 
well-furnished, half a mile from business 
centre of the city, can be rented at from $60 to 
$100 per month, and the very best-appointed 
down-town flats do not bring over $1,500 per 
year. From one to two miles from the business 
centre nice flats can be got from $35 to 
$75. and further out rices are more 
moderate. As a rule flats of this 
city are well ventilated and lighted, as they are 
usually built on open lots, and, although many 
ot them are not as substantial as might be 
wished, they are generally quite desirabie. 
Tbere is no general movement towards an ad- 
vance in rents in residence quarters, and 
tenauts may reasonably expect the year differ- 
ing very littie from the last.

Many of the auxiliaries to whom circulars were 
sent in June, 188, are now engaged ia ‘can- 
vass of their fields with very encouraging re- 
suits. Keports have already been received from 
some of these auxiliaries, showing that by their 
agents and volunteer workers 111.906 families 
have been visited; 14,535 of these were without 
the Bible, and 8,104 were supplied, besides 6.944 
destitute individuals. 5 
From Sept. 1, 1882, to March 1, 1883, 270 colpor- 
teurs have been commissioned by the board to 
labor in twenty-five States and three Territories. 
Twenty-six of these colporteurs have already 
retired from the work. Twenty-one counties 
have been reported as thoroughly cauvassed. 
Although the severity of the winter, both 
Nortu and South, bas greativ inrerfered with the 
work, so that it had to be prosecuted under 
special difficulties, and the colporteurs have 
suffered much from exposure, and many of them 
bave been for a time laid aside by sickness, yet 
the combined results are very encouraging. 
From the beginning of the present fiscal year 
to Jan. i the colporteurs have visited 288.718 
families. Of these 45,04 were found without a 
complete copy of the Scriptures in their homes, 
and 36.242 of them were supplied by sale or gift, 
nesides 19,096 destitute individuais; 125,810 cop- 
ies of Scriptures were sold, of the value of $46,- 
521, and 37,339 donated, of the value of $9,096; 
making a total of 163,149 copies, the value of the 
same being $55,618. The ealaries and expenses 
of the colporteurs have amounted to 840.321. It 
thus cost the society a little less than M4 cents 
for every family visited, and about z cents for 
every copy of Scriptures put in circulation. 
The work itl the Territories where the popula- 
tion is very sparse bas very much increased the 
ratio of expenditure. With the large number 
of men now in the field far greater results are 
expected, as soon as the floods have subsided 
and the roads have again become passabie.

Mr. A. J. Bell, the Methodist evar- 
relist, preached there last night. and Bishop Mo- 
Namara will preach in the same place this 
evening. The Bishop's other appointments for 
today are at the corner of State and Madison 
streets this noon. and at the Temperance Church 
at the corner of Obio aud Noble. streets this aft- 
ernoon at 3 o'clock. 


A laudable work has recentiy been inaugurat- 
ed by the Jewish ladies of the South. Side for 
teaching poor children sewing, housework, 
music, eto. The B'nai Sholom Temple cvogre- 
gation on Michigan avenue have assented to the 
free use of the vestry and Sabbath- school rooms 
every Friday afternoon from 2to5 o'clock.

The formal election of the Rev. Dr. Benson to 
the Archbishopric of Canterbury was quite an 
impressive affair. The Chapter of Canterbury 
Cathedral gathered in the cathedral library, 
and in strictest privacy performed the quaint 
ceremouy which has been regularly observed in 
electing every Archbishop since the time of 
Heory Vill. The Dean annouuced the puroose 
for which the Chapter had been called, read the 
conse d’elire, accompanied by the letter rec- 
ommendatory from ber Majesty, and a volu- 
minous formula requiring the Chapter to elect 
the Rt.-Rev. Dr. Beuson. Bishop of Truro, as 
Archbishop of Canterbury. The Chapter chen 
proceeded to the ejection, by ballot. the royal 
request being answered oy the unanimous vote 
of wwe Chapter. It is said that the arrangements 
for the entbronewmweant of the Archbishop of Cau- 
tervury will be ot a more cuompiete character 
than on auy previous occasion, and already the 
demand for tickets is very great. Ali the 
Bishops who bold provincial offices, such as 
Dean, Chancellor, and Precentor ot the prov- 
inces, are expected to be present. Mendels- 
svnn’s “*Hym of Praise is to be sung in the 
cathedral in the evening, The new Archbishop: 
Will make his rst State appearance in mat 
character on Palm Sunday, Marca 18. when be 
is to preach at the Chapel Royal, St. James’ rai- 
ace. 

From the “Congregational Lear Book the 
following tigures have been diligentiy culled 
concerning the condition cf that denomination 
in Great Britain, and it wili be seen that prog- 
ress, in the ecclesiastical sense of the word, has 
not been confined to the Church of the Estab- 
lishment or to the Catholics, both of whom, as 
Statistics show, are enjoying great prosperity. 
ln England there ure 2,526 churches and brauch 
churches, with some seventy-five evangelistic 
and mission stations. In Wales there are 5383 
churches and braneh churches, with eigbty 
mission stations. in Scotiand, 10s churches. In 
the islands of British seas, tweive churches. In 
lreiand there are thirty-one churches, with 108 
evangelistic stations. Buring the year there 
hive been organized twenty-two new churches, 
forty-three chuvels, tree mission-halis; there 
have been erected twetity-two schools, aud the 
foundation-stones have been laid of twenry- 
three chapels and ten schools. In the Colonies 
and Dependeuctes there are 676 churches and 
mission stations, independently of those connect- 
ed with the London Missionary Society, which is 
mainiy a Congregational body. This society 
supports 165 Euglisu Ynissionaries, 365 native 
ordained missionaries and pastora, 4,826 native 
preachers, and has in association with it 99.382 
cburch members and 343,464 native adberents. 
In France, under the superintendence of the 
Rev. R. W. McAil, there is a flourishing mission, 
well known by Americans, with sixty-five sta- 
tions in Paris and suburbs, all but entirely de- 
pendent on English Congregationalists for sup- 
port. Durmg the last year nine ministers huve 
seceded from the ranks of the Congreganonal- 
iets, four of whom have joined the Establisb- 
ment.

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MICHAEL DAVITT.. 


The Irish Patriot Tells the Story 
of His Life. 


His Experiences of Imprisonment in 
Various British Bastiles. 


Cruel Treatment Ruins His Health and 
Shortens His Stature. 


He Explains His Theory of Nationalization 
of the Land. 


— —— — 


Dus.in, Feb. 23.—[{ Boston Herald. -I came to 
Irciand witha rather different idea concerning 
Michael Davitt than that with which I shall 
leave these shores. I bad never met the man, 
and I did not like any of bis principles as they 
appeared to me in cold type. I met him shortly 
after my arrival here at the Imperial Hotel. 
The jJirst impression did not justify my precon- 
ceived notion of him in any respect. I had the 
idea that he was an impracticabie, wild, violent 
person, with whom argument was of no avail 
and to whom. it were a truitiess task 
to attempt to show that any other views tbaa 
his own might contain even the germ of merit. 
During the last four or five weeks, barring the 
time I bave spent out of Dublin in the famine 
districts of Ireland. I have been with Mr. Davitt 
a good deal of time, and I must confess that the 
feeling | now entertain for him is something 
akin to personal affection. No man, lam sure, 
hassulfered so much of that kind of punisb- 
ment which is worse than ordinary martyrdom; 
no man has done it from purer principles or 
with fewer of the emoluments of modern patri- 
otism. Michael Davittis today a man whose 
only passion is 

THE FREEDOM OF HIS COUNTRY, 
whose only capital is his intellect and his power 
to win men by a certain well-defined, irresisti- 
ble magnetism. 1 thought he was visionary; 1 
now think him practical. I thought him jeal- 
ous: I now believe him to have yielded more for 
the sake of the general good*than alt the bal- 
ance of the Irish leaders put together. Backed 
by the power of a personal popularity greater 
than that of any man who has been in Ireland 
since Daniel O'Connell in bis palmiest days, 
with the strong belief that he wasright, and 
with the kuowledge that but tea words from his 
granary of flaming oratory would throw 
the whole party into disorder and place them 
at his mercy, he has steadily yielded to 
their views from tirst to last, though he believes 
that. in almost every respect, they are based 
upon a wrong foundation. I have bad many 
long talks with him during the last month, when 
we have sat of an evening in my room before 
the tire, immersed in the great problem which 
has foliowed bim through life, Wien 1 feel con- 
fident he will continue bis efforts to solve up to 
the last moment. Ii have beard bim tell the 
story of his lite from the first up to tne present, 
and that fearful ordeal of imprisonment througb 
which he weat forthe people who are to him 
more than bis own private interest, and 1 feel 
that words of mine are too feebie to properly 
describe, not oniy the events of Gis career, but 
the sensation which their narration produced in 
my mind. His bas certainly been a most event- 
ful and stirrimg career, and the experiences 
which have come to him have been fiendish 
enough to destroy the spirit and the life Sof 
many amanl should have taken to be stronger 
than he. 

At Chester Davitt led one of the bodies of men 
wbo were to participate in the attack. His band 
was the last one to enter the city, and the last 
He led it back when he saw the 
case was hopeless, and, having landed his men 
in Liverpool, he had to pawn his watch and 
chain in order to get something for them to eat, 
so far reduced was his exchequer. A while 
alter that Davitt was arrested on 

A CHARGE OF TREASON FELONY. 
There is no doubt in the worid that he was a 
Fenian at that time, in the theu acceptance of 
thatterm. It is the violent and shameless poli- 
cy of assasi nation which bas driven ali such 
men as Davitt into the brotherhood, but one by 
ove, by this foolish and impotent policy of mur- 
der, the brains of the organization have been 
driven out. Davitt Was arrested on the statement 
of ao informer whose name 1 forget. This man 
he bad never seen in bis life, and did not know 
from the manin the moon. It was so arranged 
that his identification became an easy matter. 
In tact, anybody who had deen told anything 
whatever about Michael Davitt's personal ap- 
pearance would be able to identity him in al- 
most any crowd in which he might be present. 
Tall, braad-shouldered, with only one arm, with 
an exceptionally tine, high forehead, and bair 
and beard of that intense biackness for which 
there is no name; strong, diau features and 
deep-set. vivid eyes. there could be no mistak- 
ing him wherever he might be met. As is usual 
in Irish prosecutions by English authorities, not 
the slightest attempt was made to put a test 
upon the veracity of this informer. In front of 
the gateway ia the jail yard into which Davitt 
was taken was a great iron cage, and 
in that sat the informer. <As Michael 
Davitt marched through the gateway, ac- 
companied bya detective, the informer was 
waiting for him. and very naturally bad not the 
slightest difficulty in making up bis mind to ex- 
claim: That's the manu! Davitt was sentenced 
on July 18, 1870, to fifteen years’ penal servitude, 
baving been convicted of treason felony. tie 
was tben 24 yeurs old, stood six feet high, ac- 
cording to the prison registers, and weighed 
sometumg like 185 pounds. Since chen be has 
served all but a few weeks of nine years’ time 
in the various prisons of Engiand, and wheu he 
was liberated on the first occasion it was diacoy- 
ered that not only had he been reduced in 
weigbtto LW pounds, but that bis hight had 
actually shrunk from six feet to five feet ten 
and one-half inches. | was very much astonished 
wbheu be told me this, tor 1 did not believe it was 
possible. barring some accident, to

to that extent. It is very simple,’’ said Davitt; 
“in my cell there was a water-bucket fourteen 
inches high, with a cover toit. Upon that I had 
to sit ail day long, without support for the back, 
and pick oukum. This was coutinued for a 
very long time, and it naturally cramped and 
diminished my higut.“ 

Tell me.“ | said, “some of your prison ex- 
periences. Was it not terrible, indeed, for you 
to look forward to tifteen years of solitude and 
sutler me:? 

Les.“ he replied, “for about the first three 
years my sulferings were so intense that I can- 
not fully comprenend them myself, even now. 
At Milbank was within a very short distance 
of Westminster, and every time the clock 
struck 1 could bear it in my cell as plainly as 
though it were directly over my head. You 
cannot imagine what aterribie and maddening 
eiTect this had upon me, as, indeed, I suppose it 
must have upoo any man who is imprisoned 
within reach of its dreadful tongue. At every 
quarter of the hour the cbime strikes up, and 
it used to set me to think, tirstly, of how many 
hours there were in fifteen years, then of how 
muny moments there were in these hours, then 
bow wavy seconds there were in these moments, 
until it seemed to me, in that barren and un- 
sympathetic solitude, that 1 snould indeed go 
mad, and rave myself into eternity.“ 

“What duties did they impose upon you?” I 
asked. 

For the first year or tvo I was obliged to 
keep my cell clean, scrub the floor, and Keep ev- 
erything inthe brightest order, although with 
my physical defect the work, of course, wag 
mucb more difficuit for me than it was fur any 
of the other prisoners among whom I was 
thrown. Atterward | was compelled to do otber 
kinds of work, but everytnime I bud to do had 
oniy one aim, and that was to break me down 
physically and so destroy my mental streugth. 
For instance, in the winter 1 was made to break 
stone out in the yard, without any kind of pro- 
tection from the cold and anow, and, when I 
came int at night, | was denied any means of 
wurming myself in the iron cell into which 
1 was thrust. I slept upon what is tam 
iarly known as the piank bed. It is a thick 
beard, clevated at the foot about four inches 
from the ground, and gradually slauting upward 
to the head, where it is some fourteen inches 
bigh. Upon this there is a very thin strip of 
matting, two sheets, anda blanket. The pris- 
oner is obliged to leave his clothing outside his 
ceil at night, lest be should make a pillow of it 
or use it as a covering to gather additional 
Warmth. To show you the barbarity of this 
system, I have but to tell you that for tive 
years in the winter months I never slept after 
20 clock in the morning, all by reason of my 
sullering from, the cold. In summer do you 
think they let me go into the yard to break 
stone? No, indeed. On the south side of the 
prison there was a cesspool, where all the filth 
of the institution was 

ALLOWED TO ACCUMULATE, 

and was only carried away once in a few days. 
Ciose beside this cesspool there was a shed, upon 
wbich the rays of the sum oeat down w.ih ex- 
treme vivieuee every day. In tuts shed were 
gathered ail the bones of the meat that were 
used in the prison. They lay there in the reek- 
hig almospbere until wey were fairly putrid, 
and it was the duty of myself and a few other 
prisoners to pound these bones up for fertilizing 
purposed.” 

How about food?” I said. 

My daily rationa, he ‘replied were as follows: 
For breakfast, eight ouoces of bread and three- 
quarters of a pound of cocoa; for dinner, four 
ounces Of meat and bone—sometimes more bone 
than tneat—for four days in each week, with six 
ounces of bread and a bound potatoes. One 
day in each week I was allowed a pint of soup 
made of soins of beef, which | was expected to 
take instead of ment, and ou the remualutu day 
of the week L had suet pudding, also instead of 
the reguiation piece of meat. On Sunday tho 
dinner consisted of twelve ounces of bread, a 
Piutot water, aod four ounces of Cheese. For 
supper each night we bad a Mint of skiliey, 
Supposed to cuitain two ounces of ont- 
meal m addition to six ounces of bvreud. 
The amount was suitelent for any one 
to subsist upon when not at work, but when 
you come to make a mun comiag from heavy 

morning to nicht, live oa 
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such a capital, the strain was too mucb, and 
many of the prisoners broke down under it. 
You can have no idea of tue ruivous condition 
of these men locked up with mo in Milbank and 
the other prisons. They even ate the candies 
supplied them for lignt by the authorities. In 
order to make these more repulsive as food, the 
Government had them made of the most filthy 
substance, and even that was without eifect. 
Why, I have seen men take bits of candies from 
the cesspools ot the prison adjoining the sg 
where we had to mash putrid bones. wipe m 
off upon their clothing, and consume them 
with a wolthke relish. It you can im- 
agine men in the awful atmospbere pro- 
duced by the cesspool, combined with the air 
which arises from these decaying bones—if 
you can imagine them with appetites fit to eat 
the most delicate disbes, you will yet wonder 
at the awful condition whieh enabled them to 
eat such hideous and repuisive things as those 1 
have just mentioned. At Milbank I was kept 
in almost solitary confinement—that is to say, I 
bad never any opportunity whatever to ex- 
change words, even by stealth, with any of the 
prisoners, and there was very little chance to sa; 
anything even to a Warden. When we took 
exercise in the yard there were sixteen feet of 
space between every tw prisoners, and Ward- 
eus were constantly watching lest there should 


be some kind of commusication between them. 


All this was intensely wearing, and bow men 


can live under it is sti 
A MYSTERY TO MF, 


though I have been through it in all the worst 
of its phases. After about three years in prison 
my thoughts began to take a different cast from 
that which had colored them at first. I no longer 
thought of what I nad to endure, but of what 1 
should be able to do when the endurance was 
over. When [ first went into jail 1 was filled 
with a blind and unreasoning hatred. for the 
man whose perjured testimony bad sent me 
there. I fully determined to hunt him wherever 
he might be, until I had his life to compensate 
me for wbhatlwas enduring. But 1 outgrew 
that. I began to think that it might be better 
at tor all to strike at the people who bad paid 
him, at the Government which was his employer, 
and which had bought his poor miserabie 
soul. 1 beran to turn over in my 
mind schemes for vengeance upon that mighty 
engine of injustice, the British Government, 

believe that, since I have been liberated, or 
ratherduring the two periods of liberty which 1 
have eajoyed since I was firstsent to Milbank, 
the British people have paid something of the 
debt they owe to me; and, as surely as we are 
sitting here tonight, if | live througb the next 
Lten.years, they shall have paid the whole debt, 
with interest. It was while 1 was in confine- 
ment that the idea ot the Land League dawned 
upou me. It was when tiey let me out upena 
ticket of leave that I began the organization of 
that certainly very effective force. And the 
seed that was sown in the establishment of the 
Land League will yet bring forth fruit a hun- 
dred fold where the British peopie expect 
it least. Not only in Ireland will the effects of 
this agitation be felt, but, one day—and that day 
is not very far distant—there will bo as greata 
reorganization of the social system- of Ruland 
as tbere has been of the social! system of Ireland 
already. One of the points upon which, it oc- 
curs to me, there has been a mistake of late is 
the putting forward, as our principal issue, the 
scheme of home rule.‘ We can never hope to 
bave the sympathy of the Britisn people fora 
purely Irish measure. I[ betieve the land queg- 
tion is still, and will be for years to come, the 
best foot we can Set forward. There: are land- 
lords in England as well as in ireland 
—unjust landlords. It is only by strik- 
ing at the social system—by bringing 
down the violence, by showing these people how 
they are overtaxed and have been since the 
landiord Parliament, which took the tax from 
the landlords and placed it upon the people— 


that we can show the Euglish farmers that it is 


their duty and their interest to work with us. 
There is going to be an extension of the fran- 
chise in England and Scotland. which will enabie 
avast number of people to have a voice in the 
selection of representatives who have oever yet 
been able to say one word ia this direction, 
These are the people who are interested in this 
land question, and upon tae representatives 
elected by them must fall much of the policy 
WHICH SHALL GOVERN IRELAND 


in the future, so long as she is under English 
control at all. Let them once awaken to tho 
fact that they are oppressed, as they undoubt- 
ediy are. and we must gain their codperation. 
Now, mark my words—withbin the next five 
years the land agitadon, which has achieved 
such remarkable results in Ireland durm the 
last three or four years, will have gained far 
greater headway there than it has gathered 
bere, 
they get bold of an idea, are extremely tena- 
clousin their grip upon it. In the second, the 
Government will never use the means of op- 
pression against those of its subjects which 
have been employed against the Irish. Take 
the case of Skye, tor tiustanve, where 
there is a land agitation more violent 
and more excited in all senses than any we have 
vet had in this country. Mr. Gladstone truly 
and persistentiy refused to send troops: there 
for the backing up of those who seek to enfurce 
evictions, when in Ireland any one-horse land- 
lord or any miserable traveling agent bas but to 
ask for the support of the soldiery and be gets 
as Many troops as be may require We have 
Always understood that we were an entirely 
different people from those Who have our Gov- 
erment iu charge., and mat iu consequence we 
were the subjects of an alien and unjust rule. 
If this is nota fair and square admission that 
what we say is true, then could it be put 
in plainer words? In prison i thought 
and plannea and studied these things 
over, and over, and over again. Ide haunting 
memories ot my first miserable years of servi- 
tude are in my mind yet. I can hear that West- 
mineter clock clanging, clanging, clanging the 
hours and the mogents away, and, even now, 
when the memory of all that comes to me, I am 
filled with a hatred that almost suffocates me. 1 
don't wonder that human reason should give 
way under such a load. I don’t wonder that 
Martin Hauly. Carey, and Kicbard Burke bo- 
came insane, or that Daniel Keddin was mentai- 
ly and ptysicaliy varalyzed, or that Edward 
Daffy died, or tbat Thomas Ahearn showed in 
Milbank the first symptoms of his dreadful 
inental malady. 

“I was in Dartmoor altogether six years and 
six months. They first put me into the penal 
cells, which are larger than the ordinary tron 
ceils, and are. in addition, much better venti- 
lated. They were far preferabie in many re- 
spects to those of my late piace of abode, but 
they were constructed for the use of prisoners 
who had to be 

STARVED AND STRAIT-JACKETED 
into subjection, and it was impossibie, by rea- 
son of the howls and imprecations of these 
wretches, for auy one to get rest ju nis cell. I 
bad five years of one of the iron cells mentioned 
above. it was seven feet long, four feet wide, 
and seven feet two inches high. The sides were 
made of corrugated tron, and the floor of slate. 
They were ranged in tiers in the centre ofa 
hall, the doors bemg one above another, four 
deep, the floor of the three upper tiers of ceils 
forming the ceiling of those immediately be- 
neuth them. There is no possibility of wetting 
any kind of ventilation in this place, excepting 
through a narrow aperture about three inches 
high beneath the door. Through this narrow 
slip the foul air must go out, and what serves 
as a substitute for fresh air come in. If you 
are unfortuuate enough to be placed anywhere 
near the top of the building. the odors, the 
heat, and the breath of all the prisoners below 
you come drifting up to almost poison and nau- 
seate you. In the summer time, wheo the air 
was bot as well as rotten, it was almost impossi- 
ble to breath in the cell where I was locat- 
ed, and 1 have lain for hours to- 
gether stretcbed flat upon the floor. with 
my nose to the aperture, like a hound 
in a hot room, striving to get the 
slightest breath of refreshing air. 
Finally they removed mo to a 
lower tier in the prison, for the reason tbat 
dreadfui eruptions began to appear upon my 
skin, caused by the bud ventilation. You could 
scarcely read in auy of these cells on account of 
the extremely insufficient light. In each of 
them there was a single, long, narrow pane of 
shaded glass. which, instgad of opening turougu 
the outer wall of the prison, merely ict into the 
ball, which was lighted at distant points by 
windows through the main wall. Dartmoor is 
situated in an extremely toggy district, and for 
a great part of the time it was literally im- 
possible to readevenatnoon. The books I got 
from time to time to read were mostly 
OF AN IDIOTIC DIESCNIPTION 

when they were notof the dogmatic, religious 
type, and I only read them at all because of my 
fervent anxiety to do something that might 
eveu iu a remote and imperfect way distract my 
mind for the moment. Often and often I have 
been obliged to piace the book on the floor un- 
derneath the crack leading out into the corri- 
dor, in order to get sufficieut light to barely dis- 
cern tha tines and letters. Ine food at Dart- 
moor was awful stuff; the quantity was petty 
much the same as at Milbank, but the quality, 
both as to cooking and the raw material. was 
simply unbearable. Is there any insect that you 
think of more disgusting, more filthy than the 
cockroach? Well, time after time I pave found 
two or three of these aasty things float- 
ing about in my soup, but, repulsed as 1 
was, I was too hungry, too weak. and too fam- 
isbed to avoid devouring the mess after I bad 
removed them from it. I have seen men in 
Dartmoor devour bootgrease with the utmost 
voracity. Sometimes have beenso hungry 
mysoit that I[teit as though 1 could almost do 
the same. Before I went to prison 1 had the 
most superb physical hexith imaginable. I 
never had known a sick day in my life, and I 
was as strong as a young lion, Whenl came out 
I had the most pronounced symptoms of heart- 
disease, and my lungs bad become weakened to 
a really alarming exteut. J] suppose | shall never 
recover from the eifects of my stay in Dart- 
moor. After 1 had served my time at stone- 
brenking—a nice amusement indeed, for unable 
bodied meu l was put on wuat is called cart labor 
in the prison—that is to say, they made a cart 
horse of me, and literally barnessed me to oae 
of the vans used in the prison for the drawing 
otf of manure, stone, and other material. They 
put a collar oo me like that on a horse, and at- 
tached to which and tunning round the body are 
straps connected with the pulley of the wagon. 
When the word is given by the driver enen 
Prisoner has to bend forward, throw bis full 
weight upon the collar, and drag with all his 
might. It there is the siichtest hesitation, or if 
even the straps slacken for a moment, the War- 
den immediately tureatens to report him for 
idieness. We frequently were obliged to work 
in the rain and sieet, drenched to the skin, 
and sbivering with the cod; and when 
our day's task was done we were 
nut aliowed an  opportanity to dry 
ourselves, but were obliged to turn in as usual 
upon the piank bed, just as we were. 1was sub- 
2 taken of from the cart gang and put

enervating work I had yet undertaken. The 
atmosphere was hot and filled with steam like a 
Russian bath, and | was thed from morning 
till night in a terrible perspiravon that took the 
flesh from my bones 80 fast that I could almost 
sve it go. 
changed every week. sometimes oftener. As 
frequently as able-bodied meu either fell by the 
wayside or refused poin! blank to go on with 
the task, they were thereupon sent to the pun- 
ishment cells. This employment continued 


until Dee, 19 last, and not Once was there any: 


attempt made, or auy suggestion offered, that, 
us able-bodied mea with two arms had whoily 
failed to go on in che duty, an unable- 
bodied man with only one arm might 
possibly not equal to it. They were 
trying to break me down in every way, 
and | knew it, and would not succump. It waa 
only my determination—my fixed purpose of 
living to retaliate—that carried me through that 
awtui ordeal. It has been said by those who 
support the English system of prison rules that 
no more violent metnods were observed in re- 
gard to political prisoners than in the cases of 
the seduary criminals. Tuis is aun absolute and 
unmitigated lie. The rules of these prisons per- 
mit those incarcerated within their walis to re- 
ceive visits trom friends at intervals of three, 
four, and six months, uccording to 
the circumstances, and accordimg to 
their obeying the rules iaid down, 
ing my seven years and seven months 
imprisonment prior to my first release, although 
the prison officials universally called me a goud- 
conduct prisoner, I was not ailowed to see one 
{friend or receive a solitary visit from any one, 
even my solicitor. I was no more allowed to re- 
ceive letters or to write them, and. more than 
that, when I sought ap explanation of this viola- 
tion of all prison discipline, from Director Gam- 
bia, he said that he would give me no reason 
whatever, and that he was not supposed to ex- 
plain it. Again, I am pointed out that in all the 
peoal institutions in Great Britain ordinary 


| prisoners are allowed to select from the yard in

toany one on any occasion, Sunday or other- 
Wise. No explanation was given of this, of 
course. The work of taking care of my ceil, 
scrubbing the floors aud ali that was. of course, 
much more wearing upcen me Liban upon the or- 
dinary prisoners with two hands to aid them. 
As it took me more time to accomplish this part 
of my iavor, much of the time nad to be taken 
from that allowed one for sleeping and reading. 
This was especially galling; but, aside from 
that, think of the difficulty which oppressed me 
even in the actual execuaon of this duty. In 
order towriug the floor cloth with which 1 
washed my cell twice each day i had to 
sit on the bucket which served me as 
a stool, put the cloth around the handié 
and twist it uutil the water was squeezed 
out. I had to adopt 
methods in performing the various other duties 
about the ceil, and the time expended in keep- 
ing it in as good order as the other cells left me 
frequently not more than a few minutes for 
reading and repose. In removing me trom one 
point to another they frequently chained me by 
the wrist to the arm of some other convict, and 
often this companion was a most brutal and 
disgusting wretch. Here again my physical in- 
firmity served me lil, for 1 had, of course, no 
other band ieft wita which to perform‘the vari- 
ous necessary offices of travel. The authorities 
frequently went so far, indeed, as to place me 
between two of the filthiest | wretches 
they equld find. On one occasion my com- 
panion on the right, wuo was chained 
by a beit to my body. was afflicted with mephitis, 
and one on my left, who was handouifed ta me, 
was almost raw with serofula, or some similariy 
disgusting disease. Once | teil out of the ranks 
and asked to see 
and painful attack of quinsy. ey did not 
punish me with bread and water; they simply 
refused me all food whatsoever, and kept me at 
work without treatment or remedy for my ill- 
ness. Oace I was ordered to assist anoiher 
prisoner to carry a buge tub containing some of 
the filth of the prison, and refused. They 
sent me to the punishment cells, and kept 
me there for three days, at the end or 
which time the doctor declared that the tub was 
too heavy for me to attempt to litt. Then, with 
great consideration, they seut me back to my 
cell. The fact ot the matter seems to be that a 
man's punishment is inteasified in precise pro- 
portion to the amount of injustice done him in 


uwarding the sentence he is undergoing; and, 


as I have already writteu and said upon many 
occasions, | consider the situation of a man in 
prison, who has for six years borne the weight 


of peoai servitude, and bas an addidonal un- 


merited punisumeut heaped upon him when he 
could neither &void it, defend himself, nor ob- 
tain redress, is one Caicuiated to rouse the 

WORST PASSIONS OF HIS NATURE 
and drive him to desperation or madness. I re- 
member one man\who was taken out of the in- 
tirmary and put into the punishment celi for the 
offense of paralysis. They dragged him on the 
tloor to and from the Government office to be re- 
ported and punished for this crime. At one time 
a Warder threatened to report a young fellow 
named Murphy, a mere delicate lad, tor aot per- 
forming his work satisfactorily, and the poor 
fellow, goaded to a great pitch of rage, ran at 
the Warder, only to ve knocked duwn, stunned, 
and bleeding upon the ground, by the clubs of 
haif a dozen of these officials. Five or six of 
the convicts witnessing this unjust and brutal 
Operation, cried Shame! whereupon, after 
being tried, not oniy the boy, but each of 
those who bad spoken, were sentenced 
to receive three dosen lashes from the cat, and 
twentv-eight days bread and water aod ninety 
days penal class iu punishment Celis, and to wear 
cross irons nicut and day for six months. Is it 
a woader, let me ask you, that prison treatment 
does not reform, and that every victim of it. 
who comes out througu tne doorsof his living 
tomb, of bis living heil. I may Say. is forever a 
hardened and resentful, aud almosta murder- 
ouscrimipal? In Chasham Prison alone not less 
than fifty men have voluntarily degrived them- 
seives of arms, legs, and fingers. and in many 
eases have actually resorted . to suicide 
in order to escape the dreadful disciplice 
of the piace. When they sent me to Port- 
land, after I had organized the Land 
League and got it under way, I had 
mastered the problem of bow to live in com- 
purative comfort in prison, and I. suttered little 
in comparison with what I had gone through 
before. The Government saved my life that 
time by giving me an eighteen-months' rest. It 
is going still further to extend it by retiring me 
for six months now. There is one thing it did not 
caiculate on. Prisou is a great piace to think. 
All the greatest schemes of my life, so far as 
toe ulkimate ruin of Britisb rule in Ireland is 
concerned, were batched iu the solitude of prison 
life: Rot only hatched there, but perfected 
there, and carried forward to that stage which 
ouly required freedom to

**What does it mean? Is nationalization a kind 
of Communism? Iso undestand it.“ 

Not by apy means. exclaimed Mr. Davitt. 
“The land for the people means simply the 
ability of any man of the people to hold land, if 
he will work it and will pay the rent or the taxes 
upon it to the Government, which shall begin 
by purchasing all the property of the landlords, 
and by placing it within the power of the peupie 
to tili the soil at a reasonable cost, and witb- 
out a larger rental than the necessities of 
governmental outlay demand. It would 
be my idea to have a farmer pay so much a 
year, either as rent or taxes, according to the 
outiay of conducting the Governmeat. It is in 
this that my plan differs from that of Henry 
George. He wants a good rental to be paid, and 
the surplus over the amount needed for con- 
ducting the Government to be applied to the 
formation of a tremendous fund. I don’t see 
the use of such a plan myself, and I can’t agree 
as to its necessity.” 

Would you, then.“ Lasked, make your tax 
a fluctuating one, according to the yearly ne- 
cessities of the Goverament?”’ 

Well, perhaps I have not yet considered 
that. That would be, at the must, merely a 
consideration of detail, to be decided upon after 
the plan had been put in operation. National- 
ization is the only consistent course that can be 
adopted by a man who went into the Land 
League and understood it in all its phases. We 
said at the bewinning, and laid it down as one of 
the principal lines of that organization, that the 
land should not be held by any one of the class. 
The formation of a peasant proprietary is sim- 
piy taking away the land from one ciass and 
xiving it to another. It is mereiy the manu- 
facturing of 
A NEW LOT OF LANDLORDS. 


We all know that the Irish farmers have quite 
as much greed of power and of proprietorship 
as the Irish landlords; and once give them tbe 
power which peasant proprietary affords, and it 
seems to me that there will be great danger lest 
they shall bestow such injustice upon the la- 
borera, who are in their power. as has bereto- 
fore been bestowed upon the landtords, in whose 
power they themselves Were. Well convinced 
as I am that the system of nadonalization, 
which have thougbt out with greet care, and 
at the expense of much time and of much seri- 
ous reflection, is the only true. solution of all 
this difficulty, I am willing to place it in the 
background until such time as those who do 
not share roy views at present shail have come 
to see the questions in my light. I have drawn 
these comparisons simply because you usked it, 
not with any view of raising au issue. That is 
something I bave avoided ali along. and itis 
something which I wish to avoid in the future 
as carefully and thoroughly as 1 have in tne 
past.

Hé thought of 
Phillips, Curran, Grattan, and Emmet, and flat- 
tered himself that he had accomplished more 
tor bieeding Ireland than all those patriots. 
Then he said to himself: What shall I do with 
this piece of parchment which celebrates and 
honors my eloquence?’ And be smiled a placid 
und benignant smile as ha laid the parchment 
away in the darkest pi of the Con- 
troller's dark sufe. I have rescued Ireland 
from the biood-stained jaws of the British 
nion.“ mused the best Mayor; but virtue is its 
own reward; the Irish people of Chicago snail 
never know the great service I have rendered 
their sisters, their cousins, and their aunts; the 
virtuous, disinterested deed I have done in the 
interest of suffering Irish humanity shali never 
be known to the Irish people of the city I have
